A psychiatrist will investigate the re- 
lations between smoke-induced fogs and 
certain, forms of mSntal depression. Tin- 
effect 
of smoke on mental and physical 


diseases ia to be considered by eight 
prominent physicians. 


The scope of the investigation is dis- 


cussed in a pamphlet issued by the 
University 
of 
Pittsburg, 
and tt is 


pointed out that the Pittsburg experts 
expect to find that the smoke- has the 
same effect as the smoke in England 
in 'diminishing vitality and increasing 
the consumption of alcohol and other 
stimulants. 


Smoke also is stated to be a prolific

1 have been 
able to do certpin things that I greatly 
wished to do and I am interested in doing 
otlier things, I can tell you with abso- 
lute truthfulness that I am very much 
uninterested in whether I am shot or not. 
It was just as when I was colonel of my 
regiment, I always felt that a private 
was to be excused for feeling at times 
some pangs of anxiety about his personal 
safety, but I cannot understand a man 
fit to be colonel who can pay any heed 
to his personal safety when he is occu- 
pied as he ought to bo occupied with the 
absorbing desire to do his duty.

Sooserelt's Stenographer Leaped TTpol 


Would-Be Assassin. 


Chicago, Oct. 15.—The hero of the at- 


tempted assassination of Col. Roosevelt, 
the man who is given credit for havinf 
prevented Schrank from firing the sec- 
ond shot for which his finger was strain- 
ing at the trigger when he was overpow- 
ered, is Elbert E. Martin, the colonel's 
stenographer.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 15.—Dr. Percy W. 


Bridgman, of the department of physics 
at, Harvard, has succeeded in making hot 
ice. He has manufactured some having 
a temperature of 173 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and he is confident he can make it even 
hotter. Dr. Bridgman is the only man 
in the world who has worked with the 
enormous pressures employed at the Har- 
vard laboratory aud is one of three men 
who have done any work whatever with 
very high pressures. Before him, Tain- 
man, a German, and Alnagat, a French- 
man, have used pressures up to about 
:i,500 atmospheres, or about 50,000 pounds 
to the square inch, as u maximum. Dr. 
Bridgman has used pressures up to 24,- 
600 atmospheres, or nearly 400,000 pounds 
to the square inch.

leg and drawing down ,the tissues it 
was seen the bone near the fracture 
had deadened. In order to freshen the 
end* so they would (unite Dr. Albee 
chipped them with hammer and chisel. 


With a motor saw he then made a 


groove about the size(of a man's little 
finger "in the pieces of separated bone. 
Next he sawed out from the tibia of 


the right leg ta piece of bone to fit into 
the groove. 
The groove was dug. down 


to the. marrow cavity and the filling 
bone was cut to that, depth. 
Having 


fitted it into place the doctors bound 
it there 
with kangaroo 
tendons and 


then put the leg in plaster. 


The bone 
used to fill .the groove 


makes what is known, in surgery as an 
osteogenetic bridge. It, is intended this 
piece shall become engrafted upon the 
bone to which it is fastened nnd that 
the uniting process shall extend ,to the 
fracture, now freshened and ready to 
knit. 


In previous operations (in bone graft- 


ing steel plates with steel screws have 
been used. 
This necessitated another 


minor operation to remove the plntes 
after the ,knitting of the bones. The 
kangaroo tendons are absorbed and if 
Cohen's bones heal, as is expected, his 
leg will not be opened again.
